The cordon of Mexican troops that

should have been draw n across his 
path gave way, according to these re­ 
ports, with a willingness that indicat­ 
ed their co-operation with him rather 
than with the American forces.

ports of inefficiency and half hearted 
co-operation and contem plated 
with 
speculative eye the probable future of 
the second phase of operations just 
inaugurated by tile com m ander of the 
punitive expedition. 
No reports from General Pershing to 
General Funston dealt with other than 
routine subjects, primarily those hav­ 
ing to do with the transportation of 
supplies. 
It is realized here that tile early cap­ 
ture of Villa would be little better 
than an accident. 
With their knowledge of the coon 
tr> and with the assistance they ta n 
obtain along their route Villa and his 
followers, it is feared, will have no 
difficulty in keeping ahead of the pur­ 
suing Americans.

SENATE REPUBLICANS MEET

Situation. 
W ashington, March 28.—Failure of 
senate Republicans to take any action 
at a conference on the Mexican situa­ 
tion left the adm inistration unhani|i- 
ered in dealing with the problem. 
The conference was tailed to con­ 
sider steps to force the dispgt< h of ad­ 
ditional troops to the border for pa­ 
trol duty. 
T he Republicans adjourned, some of 
their leaders agreeing there is noth­ 
ing to do but support tile adm inistra­ 
tion’s plans at this time. 
Steps to meet a shortage of supplies 
for cavalry mounts have been taken 
by Secretary Raker, as there is no 
indication of an early agreem ent on 
the proposed protocol providing for 
the use of Mexican lines by American 
troops.

In view of this authoritative sta te ­ 
ment tho impression Is strong that if 
Germany is shown to liuve violated 
her pledge to the United States by a t­ 
tacking the passenger ship Sussex the 
severance of diplomatic relations will 
be more than a rem ote possibility.
